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The library is open every day, except Sundays and hulidays, 
from 2 until 9 P.M. 


REGULATIONS. 


All residents of Hyde Park over ten years of age may take out 
books. 

Two books may be taken at atime, provided only one is fiction. 

A fourteen-day book may be renewed for two weeks if applica- 
tion for renewal is made before the book becomes overdue Such 
application may be made without bringing the took to the library, 
and may be made in person or by mail, giving number of book and 
date when due. 

A seven-day book can not be renewed. 

A fine of two cents a day is incurred if a book is kept over time. 

A fourteen-day book, when next available, will be reserved 
twenty-four hours for a borrower who leaves a penny or a postal 
card to cover the expenseof sending the notice. 

Borrowers are held responsible for damage to books.
